rally praised and otherwise favorably 
commented upon. The machine ran with 
perfect ease, and seemed 
to require 


bnt little attention and 
management 


There were no long delajs, no break- 
ing 
of twine, no stringing of bun- 


dles together, snd the half acre was cut 
down smooth in « gifiy. There are nu- 
merous points of excellence in favor of 
the "Woods" which might be enlarged ne- 
on in this connection, one of which is pe- 


culiar to this old reliable invention 
It 


is the fiat i-eceptacle upon which the 
gram fails, the shape of which entirely 
protects the sheaves from the wind while 
they pie being tied with the twine in a 
bow knot wi'h a compression of "5 pounds 
to each bundle, thus requiring a less 
amount of twine to the acre
